The Rev. Mr. Leckwood, Who Said 
the World Could Not Have Been 
Made in Six Days.

A question b been raised in the 
Willis Street Baptist Church of Peter- 
son, N. J., touching the orthodoxy of 
the pastor, the Rev. M. C. Lockwood. 
Mr. Lockwood, it seems, preached a 
sermon in which he is reported to have 
said that it was a physical impessibili- 
ty, and the record of nature confirmed 
it, that the world could have been 
made in six days. He also, it is said, 
questioned the correctness of the sto- 
ries that the sun and moon once stood 
still for the convenience of a few men 
who were fighting; that Jonah was 
swallowed by a whale, and that Bal- 
aam’s ass spoke. The whole book of 
Job, he added, could only be looked 
upon as the translation of a poem, and 
it was nothing more than a literary 
creation. Many other of the miracu- 
lous episodes related in the Old Test- 
ament the pastor is alleged to have 
spoken of as simple allegories. 

Some of the church members were 
taken by surprise, and some indigna- 
tion prevailed, “What of the bible 
will the r leave ts, anyhow?” 
they asked as they gathered in the ves- 
tibule at the close of the service. After 
various suggestions, they decided to 
call the deacons to account, and demand 
that the pastor be asked to ＋ 2 
Two of the five deacons thought that 
he ought to be asked to , but 
the other three believed in giving him 
another chance, thinking that a sim- 
ple admopition would be sufficient. So 
on the same evening the five deacons 
called upon the pastor, and remon- 
strated with him for the ground that 
he had taken in hissermon. The pas- 
tor denied that there was anything 
wrong with his orthodoxy. The dea- 
cous said both they and a majority of 
the con tion thought that there 
was. Mr. kwood to leave 
the matter to a council of Christian 
minister to decide whether or not he 
had said anything that was not strictly 
orthodox. He thought that many an- 
other ministers held the same views, 
but whether they would think it best, 
or would be brave enough to say so 
in the pulpit, was another thing. The 
deacons replied that all that might be 
so; the doctrine he preached might be 
strictly orthodox in the opinion of the 
clergy, but it did not suit the mem- 
bers of the Willis Street Baptist 


Church, and they did not want any g 


more of it. The Rev. Mr. Lockwood 
has preached two or three sermons 
since, but they have been unexcep- 
tionably erthodox.

In Which a Man is Badly Hartby an 
Emaged Grizsziy--And Escapes by 
Feigning Death. 


The State Line Herald, published at 
Lakeview, Oregon, gives the following 
account of a recent bear fight in that 


vicinity: Messrs, Jerome Knox and 
interesting story of an unpleasant en- 
counter with a grizzly bear, while out 
hunting last Suoday, in the mountains 
near Paisley, When about three miles 
from town, they separated and had 
gone but a short distance when Forbes 
came upon a huge grizzly bear and 
her cubs, at which he fired several 
shots, some taking sufficient effect to 
induce her bearship to beat a hasty 


retreat. Knox, having heard the sev- 
eral shots, hurried up the mountain 
for the scene of the conflict; and upon 
reaching Forbes, found him alone, the 


-. beur having disappeared in the chap- 


arral. Forbes, believing that 
he had seriously crippled the 
bear, grew impatient, and started 
in pursuit again before Knox was 
rested sufficiently to 1 hi m. 
But a few moments had elapsed 
when another shot echoed from 
hill to hill, farther up on the mount- 
ain, and Mr K. hastened up to ascer- 
tain the result. Upon arriving at the 
place where his companion lay mang- 
led and torn, he ascertained that For- 
bes had come upon the bear unexpect- 
edly, having time enough merely to 
ſtre one shot, which fell short of the 
desired effect, leaving the hunter in 
a hand-to-hand encounter with the 
enraged bruin, driven to desperation 
by her bleeding wounds. She fasten- 
ed her teeth upon his head, tearing the 
scalp and cutting the face up terribly. 
The flesh was also torn from the calf 
of one leg. He fell upon his face, 
feigned death, and the bear, after 
growling fiercely over him for a mom- 
ent, fled for the woods n. Forbes 
wasmade as comfortable as possible 
under the circumstances, while Knox 
hastened to Paisley for assistance. The 
wounded man was taken home and 
properly cared for, aid, at last accounts, 
was getting along nicely.

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Pyramid District Sustains the Expecta- | 
tions of its Friends. 


Things are looking strong at Pyra- 
mid. The J. & K. is hoisting and 
sorting ore. The highest grade is 
piled up by itself to be shipped to 
Denver to be worked. It will go over 
$4 a ton. The copper, silver and 
gold will be saved. A strong stream 
of water is coming in and it gives the 
hoisting works all they can do; only 
a tenth as much ore is hoisted as wa- 
ter. No more visitors are admitted 
to the mine. An upraise has been 
started in the ore body and the drift 
north will follow it upin that direc- 
tion. Quite a good deal of stir has 
been made in the Crown Prince by 
the finding of two small bits of very 
rich ore near the east wall. It was 
nearly horn silver, but both pieces 
were not as big as a man's finger. A 
condenser is being put up to distil 
water for the J. & K. boilers. The 
water from the mine contains acids 
that eat the iron.
